Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 7/28/2008 has been entered.

4. Claims 1-42, 44-73, 90-145, 150-169, 198-201, and 218-225 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None 
of the prior art cited or reviewed by the examiner reasonably suggests laminating 
the substrate, with phosphor or scintillator layer deposited in successive steps, 
onto a carrier of metal sheet or rigid polymer layer in combination with the claims 
as written.
